This box. for so the Coroner
termed it, was submitted to & commiseion, beaded by
Dy, Doremus, who subsequently reported the contents
%0 be “ragn.”’ The report was received, recommended
%0 the press, and the commission duly diecharged.

Hervey Burdell, viz: etains resembliong blsod upoa
smsl) degger; on sindry aricles of wenting aoparel, a
sheet, towel, mattiog. cileloth, door-knob, stair rods,
wal b, ote., etc, respectiully report the fullow ing resulis:
The dagger waa first examine-d and the blade fouad
slightly staived near the bilt, but the woolen lintog of
the guard thongh in coutact with the spots, showed no
sppearance of t:ond: pether the smo tn eurfaces of
the ivory handle por the creases netwern the triominge
of the ssme eahibited tracee of blood, nor probab'y
could apy bave been removed by wasbing, [r the par-

jcler of durt found st the bottom of said ceeases ap-
pesred to be of lovg standing; the spote, thoagh trivial
» smonnt, were carefully removed from tha blvde and
subjected to chemical analyeis: they yieided abund-
ant precipitutes  characteristi: uf’ iron, but did
mot aneder to the distinctive tes's for blood;
they were aleo repestedly exnmived with the miero-
soope; Do blood disks eould be detected, but the
particlea presented. on comparison with nrdlunrr iron-
rus', the eame apyular outlive; & wmall koife, known
to surgeons a8 & French bistony, was iospected, bat
presented Do FUEpici Ua BPpRLIADCEs; the eiaiad on the
iowel, night-gown, marked shirt, blue and shits dress,
sheet, and sleo the rpots on the mattiog (o the clos-t,
whi re the ahove-mentioned staived clothies were foand,
responded to the chemical testa 1or blood; wader the
nicroscope the same oojects showed altered blod
disks snd mucleated epithelial wrales in abundnace;
the staine on the ontige doorkoob of the unvecapied
room op the eame floor, and on the stair rods from the
flight leading from 1he second story to the attio, yieded
siniler reruite; steeaks simulating blood, on & blue
silk dress found in the attic, were discovered by chem-
ical snalyris to contam sugsr; o blood could be de-
tected; The micrercope aleo proved its absence; 8 Aoy
on a emall book found in the parlor (furvished by a
furdl) did pot speser to the chewical or micro-
ecapical test for blood; the staius upon & news-
{q;n-r (The Herald of Satnrday, Jan. 31, 1857 )
ound srourd bookes in  Eekel's  secretary, al-
though proved by chemicnl sralysia to be blond,
w der the microseope showed altered biood disks differ-
ing from those upon the otner articles examined in gre-
sentivg & legs average dasmeter; the stains upon the
butcber-kuife, brought fiom Stanton strest, exhibited
riwilar sppesrances to that upon the newspaper; all
that ¢: uld be procured by the Commissing of the gar-
ments of Eckel and the Cunoinghnm ladies including
beo's snd thoee even carefully serutinized, but no
blow d-stainy were fourd; the tahle eatlery was exam-
ined but no evidence in the shape of stuins oould be de-
tecred; rondry ha!f burneg seraps of paper and a small
piece of conree cloth frum the grate of the uaocsapied
room were inkpected with care bat no epote of bicod
were di-covered; te sifungs of the ashes from the cal-
lar, comprizing parteof pumphleta, lettars bits of paper,
fiegments of oarpet, rags, &, wers examioed, bat
furpirhed nothing requiniog fartber investigation; epets
wire found on the vutsise of the door of the roo.n

CONCLUSIONS,

From the chemical sualysis 8nd from the microseop-
fcal examinations, we iLfer that the etaine ou the deg-
ger were of iren ruet.

The biood-s'aips on the towe!, night-gown, marked
ebirt, blue aud white drets, sheet; also on the matting
of the attic closet where these articles were tound, on
the d 1or-k1 obs of the nnsesupied roon in the attie, aad
on the stair-rods lesdieg from the second story to the
sttic, all contain nucleated, epithetial soslss, many of
them in sbundance, from which we infor that all the
sbove rpeimens wire mepstrual bloed.,

The mmks ¢n the bine silk dress, and in the
rroli bock from the parior, were not blsod.

The blood-etsins npon the newspapers found around
the bocks in Eckels secrstary, snd on the batcher.
kuite fruom Stauton stieot, by repeated comparisons
with thote cn the clothing of decsased, render it probs-
ble that they were vot stains of bis biood.

The staine on the door of the room whera the de-
cens d wae found, on the wall leadiog down stairs oo
the front door, slso on the wall pear the bask parlor
door, vn the oileloth at the head of the baremen® stairs,
sud on the door st the foot of the sawne, were probably
pure boad.

The Commission obtained, with the conrurrence
of the Coroner, the valuable assieance of Professor
Foroyoe Basker, M. D, in mskivg the distinction be
tween nierstrual fluid and pue blood, to whom they
with to express their indebteduess.

Accurate copies of the microscopioal appearances of
the different ohjects examined were arawn by Mr,
A. Berghaue, arust, and by members of the Comaus-
vion.
